• wise. Since Xmaa crimen on Sunday 
there Is no school holiday. 

Some bulletins on the subject of 1 
the new |eachertra(nlQ( require¬ 
ments have been received. The new 
law In regard to certlficatlonof teach 
era g*»cs Into effect ueit year and 
applicants for certificate* should ac 
quaint themselves with the law. 

Neat year an applicant for a first 
• grade certificate must have complet¬ 
ed one year of high school work and 
have credit for nine weeks training 
In professional subjects. It Is possi¬ 
ble for an applicant to qualify as to 
the high school work without attend¬ 
ing high school. Four units const! 
tute one year of high school work, 
and the Slate Department will give 
examination on certain subjects, 
which If passed, will give the neces¬ 
sary credit These subjects and 
credit attached to them are shown 
below. 

Kngllsh, 1 unit 

Commercial Geography, 1 2 unit 
Physical Geography, 1-2 unit 
Algebra, l unit 
Arithmetic. 1-2 unit 
1 European History, 1 unit 
American History, 12 unit 
Civics, 1*2 unit. 

The examination In these subjects 
will probably be held in June, and 
any credit nude will be accepted ny 
the high schools and normal schools 
of the state 

Th • normal training requirements 
may also be met by examination. In 
this, a credit of one unit is required 
and the subjects are Geruual Methods 
of Teaching, l 2 unit, and History of 
Education, 12 unit. 

'Teachers may take the uniform ex .. 
aminatlon In April, June, and July 
and have a first grade certificate is¬ 
sued provided the high school and 
professional work Is completed by 
October l, 1922. . 

Any inquiries regarding this certi¬ 
fication problem will be answered by 

• county superintendent. A list of 
textbooks to be used In preparing for 
examination In high school and pro¬ 
fessional subjects will be furnished 
on request.
